ENTLE.MEN':- Havlnj; announced my intention 
VX ef becoming; a Canilidato for the rcin-e.^eiitation 
ofthiH niHtrict at the cnsuinK' election for the House 
of Conimomi, I may be ]iennitted to exiilaln my views 
on the leadini; questions alTectini,' thin Province. 

1st— I believe that while we have agrievanco against 
the tlovernment of (^'aimda tor the notl-tuUUinont of 
Tenns of Union, it would be lllghlj* injudicious on tlie 
jiartof the representatives from this Province to form 
a positive adhesion to ei:{jt\er of tlie ^'reat political par- 
ties into which tlie Eastern I'l-ovinees are divided for 
the following' reasons: 1st, because many of the ques- 
tions which divide them have nocxistciiec anioii[f lis; 
'2nd, because neither our people nor reprcseiitatiies 
can feel that interest in their inilitieo which we other- 
wise would have done had t'aiiaila honorably endea- 
vored to fulfil the railway obiiuatioiis which she vol- 
untarily incurred when \vo entered the L'nion. Eiiter- 
tainlni;' this view, I shall. If elected, accord to the 
Ciovcrnment of the day a hearty supiiort sliould their 
policy and actions indicate an immediate active, en- 
ergetic coinmenccinent and continuoUH constnietion 
of the Canadian Paciflc Railway through British Col- 
umbia. 

Should Sir .lohn A. .Macdonald and party return to 
power, I should feel hound, if eloctcii, to render him 
a hearty support in order that be may iiave a real op- 
portunity of carrying out tho grand scheme of a trans- 
continental railway across our own territorj-, and 
whiuh was provided for in the Terms of UntoH wliieli 
his Ooveriiiiient negotiated with this Province.

ifo the entire section traversed, l-'ai-ni jirodiicts would 
find a readv market, labor of all kinds would he In de- 
niaml, and as a consequenco buiilnCNs would revive 
bronghout the Province and conlldenco would again 
be restored. 

Should, however, the Dominion Government find it

WEAK AND USELESS MEM- 
BER. 

In yesterday's issue of The Colonist 
wcs i ttbllshed to externa the Hansard 
report of Sir John A. Macdoxald's 

speech clelivcrcd in the Coinuious in 
Marcli, 1876 on INIr. Amok DeCosmos' 
amenilineut to the motion that tlio 
sjiPiiker do leave the chiiir to admit of 
of the House going iuto Committee of 
Supply.,. The substance o£ that ainend- 
niciit it -svill bo remembered was a rc- 
itoratiou of the circumstances leading 
up to the Carnarvon settlement and a 
protest against Canada's failure to com- 
mence railway construction under that 
. agreement. Sm John A, Macdokald 

'. was leader : of the Opposition — the 
leader of the tjiberal-Consorvativo par- 
ty — and as at tlin present moment i\Ir. 
I)eCormos is siM^king to ride into the 
House on the shoulders of Sik John, 
the speech delivered by that distin- 
guished statcsnuiu is of more than usual 

• interest and importance at this junc- 
ture. It may he as well to at onco 
state that Siu John A. jMACDoKAi.i) 
voted against I\lr. DkCosmos' anunul- 
ment, and for the following amongst 
.sound andiiatriotic reasons. Sir John 
A. willingly admitted that the con- 
struction of the railway was no Ioniser 
an open question — that it was a por- 
tion of the Constitution of tlu^ Uouiiu- 
ion of Canada. But he dillered very 
widely from the vi(!ws taken on the 
subject by. the man who now desires to 
become his colleague. Whilst ho (Si it 
John) scorned to impute or recommend 
repudiation to Canada he did not think 
it just to the rest of the Dominion to 
assume the seliish and purely Provin- 
cial attitude adopted by Mr. DkCosmo.s 
and, to use the words of the leader of 
tho Liberal-Conservative party, " ho 
thought the mover of the resolution — ■ 
Mr. DeCosmos — had assumed a great 
responsibility in pressing it and refus- 
ing to withdraw it, notwithstanding 
that one member after another from 
his Province, and as much interested 
in British Columbia as he was, had 
asked him to do so." Having thus in- 
timated to Mr. DeCo-sjios his opinion 
of him, Siu Joh.v went on to .show 
that the resolution was absurdly illogi- 
cal and asked the House to consider 
what Mr. DeCosjios would really have 
members say. In so many words, said 
Sir Johx, he (Mr. DeCosmos) >vould 
actually ask them to state "that owing 
to divers causes the construction of the 
said railway was not commenced in 
British Columbia at the time agreed 
upon nor has it been oonsmenced since, 
— therefore — without stating what 
those causes were this House is 
of opinion that the Government should 
forthwith j)roniptly commence and vig- 
orously proceed witli the construction 
of the road." Immediately Sir Johk 

. ..A, Macdonald exposed tho illogical 
wording of Mr. DeCosmos' resolution 
the IIousG became convulsed with 
hiuglitor, and the occupant of seat No. 
48 — tho "only able representative 
from British Columbia" — twirled the 
attenuated extremity of his iiowing 
beard and attempted to look profound- 
ly wise. But the withdrawal of the 
resolution, even at the request of so 
astute a statesman as the leader 
of tho Liberal-Conservative party — 
the party to whoso skirts Mr. DeCokmos 
is now attempting to attach himself — 
was a proposition the "genial and gift- 
• ed" could not for a moment entertain. 
Unless he has been sadly misrepresent • 
ed by those who heard his reply to the 
request made to him by Sir John A. 
Macdonwld and other members who 
had tho welfare of this Province at 
heart — a request of the most earnest 
nature that he would not press tiie 

resolution to a vote and thereby render 

the "only able representative from 
British Columbia" the subject of de- 
rision in and out of the House — his 
reply ou that occasion was profane 
and violent. What his language was is 
perhaps of but secondary imijortancc. 
That is a personal matter between him- 
self and tho gentlemen to whom he 
addressedit. But tlie fact nevertheless rc- 

■ mains on record that the Liberal-Con- 

■ servative party, with whom he would 
now fain become associated, extended 
no sympathy to him, but rejected his 
illogical resolution by an overwhelming 
majority. The effect of Mr. DeCosmos' 
action in connection with this matter 
is not probably apparent at first sight 
to many of the electors. It was jioint- 
ed out to liim by Sir Joiix A. iVlAC- 
DONALD at the time, but ho was too 
vain and arrogant to heed the warning 
voice. Wliat will the electors think 
then when they discover, which they 
can w.th no difficulty, that bv Mr. 
DeCosmos' indiscretion in ])ressing his 
resolution to a vote he extracted from 
the House an expression of opinion by 
a'majority of 154 members to six "that 
it was not at that time the duty of the 

.Government to forthwith promptly 
commence and carry on the work of 
construction of the Pacific Railway," 
A better pretext for delay could not 

■ possibly have been aflbrded the Oov- 
: ernmentjiand who shall : say what in- 
fluence was brought to bear on Mr. 
DeCosmos to become the instrument 
for the presentation of that pretext? 
This is but a .single instance of Air. De- 
Cos.Mos' ignorance or insincerity: but it 
is ono which points to his utter inca- 
pacity -to represent British Columbia 

T;'jrat"( 0.fctfiviriC.J It ' is one which' donion- 
r.stratesithftt he either lacks the ability 
''ta"^r6perly draft a resolution or po-sses- 
ses an amount of duplicity sufficient to 
intentionally wrong the Province. In j 
any case the fact remains that with all 
his eloquence, and vanity he could not 
convince. tbe.'Liberal-Oonservativo party 
that he was one of their number. Sir 
. JoHN/^iJ5^ACD0NALD's remarks should 
havo' been sufficient to have warned 
him of the .wrong he was doing the 
Province M-hen ho eypreaa«fl his detor- 



mination to push his illogical resolution 
to a vote. But perish Sir John ! peri.sh 
the people! perish common scn.so! and 
perish the Province for the sake of "the 
only able representative for British Co- 
lumbia." This is the candidate who now 
seeks to gain election to tho Commons 
as one of the Liberal-Consei-ative party 
— the party v.dio.so indignation and dis- 
gust he has aruuscd here and in tlie 
Eastern Provinces. This is the candi- 
date who seeks election by acclamation 
in conjunction with Sir JoiiN A. Mac- 
DoxALD, the statesman whose warning 
in 187G he would not heed, but whoso 
popularity he would now use to ac- 
comi<lish his own object.

Tiio correspondent of the San Fx-aiicisco 
Chronlde, writing from Sitka under date of 
the I'-Jth ult. , gives tho follijwing account 
of a disturbance between Indians at Chil- 
cat and the Bath Bros.' prospecting party 
arising out of tho indiscriminate use of 
"hooclienoo:" — " Tho only oxciteniont in 
Sitka, since tho dep.arturo of tho last mail, 
was an Indian row and demand, which at 
ono timo threatened serious results to one 
of tlio brothers Bath, mining experts, and 
S;nn Cioldstcin, a shopkeeper and trader, 
who is well known in San Francisco. In 
M.iy last Win. Bath and his brother, 
with several Sitka Indians, started on 
a prospecting tour to the Chilcat country. 
Arrived at tho entrance to the Chiltcat 
river tho Indians there opposed their fur- 
ther progress and forced them to return 
to Sitka. A few days ago Wm. Bath, who 
has an unfortunate liking for alcohol in 
any i)rocurablo shajxi, invited ono of his 
Indian comrades (.f tho Cliilcat expedi- 
tion to join him at his room in a festive 
debauch on the stimulating hooclienoo. 
Thoy drank until thoy could no longer 
stand, when Bath took to his bed and tho 
Indian took to the floor. Bath recovered, 
but tho Indian died ; and great was tho 
hubbub in tho Indian camp when tlu) 
dead Indian was carried home. It was 
at onco charged that the brave had 
been j)oisoned by Bath, and that 
in compliance with Indian law Bath 
mu.st be executed, and inasmuch as the 
otTense occurred in Sam Goldstein's house, 
whore B;ah v.-as lodging, Goldstein must 
pay .^'J.UOO to tho family of the doceaaod 
wfirrior bmnuner. In default of payment 
of tho fino, Gold.stoiii was to be put to 
tho ordeal of tiro after the most approved 
Indian fashion. Many interviews wore 
held, and much iliplomacy exerted to ar- 
range matters and insure Bath and Gold- 
stein from tho ignoble fate which throaton- 
cd them. 'ria> IntH.-iii-s wore resolved tn 
have ".money or life;" and as they wisely 
preferred tiie lormor, the issue was soon 
narrowed down t'> tho mimoy question, 
and hew much I After much negotiating 
S-JoO and a plentiful supply of "hoocho- 
nno" was agreed upon as the ransom of 
the two white men. Bath paid tho monoy; 
the Indians held a grand potlach, and all 
is .serene again until another deceased In- 
dian can manage to "step out in" tho 
white quiutor and force us to pay inoro 
for his worthless life than the whole tribo 
can earn in a twelvemonth. Wo must 
have a code of laws and a magistrate to 
administer tho law, with a gunboat to en- 
forco obedience to liis decisions and rescue 
us from the operations of tho barbaric 
codo of our Indian noiglibors, which thoy 
do not hesitate to onfovcy against the 
whites wjioiicvor they can lind a pretext 
for extorting monoy by tlireats of taking 
life. This last oceurronco and tlio suc- 
cessful swindle that followed it will oui- 
bolden "them to repeat their extortions 
until the situation of the white residents 



have neither redress nor escape from thoir 
demands, as the Tndi.aiis far out-numbor 
tho whites, niid the (iovoriinient has with- 
drawn .ill protection from its own citizens 
as well as from the Russian residents, 
who wei'o gun. vaul cell jirotoction by tlie 
treaty which tvansici'red Alaska to the 
United States.
